— more than the entire prison 
population in 1972. 

Nearly ‘75 percent of violence- 
prone inmates are confined at the 
four oldest, most crowded peniten- 
tiaries, the survey showed. 

Michael J. Mahoney, executive 

lirector of the John Howard 
Association, a Chicago-based 
priso watchdog group, said, “‘The 
capacity report is the finest docu- 
ment the department has yet pro- 
duced, It is accurate. and on 
target. I am in 100 percent support 
of .reducing populations in ‘this 
state’s maximum-security 
prisons, and in firm support of the 
ultimate goal of single celling of 
each inmate.”’ 

‘Lane said the average of serious 
disciplinary reports at Joliet, 
Stateville, Pontiac and Menard 
has risen by more than 200 a 
month from 1983 to 1986. Included 
in these reports are assaults on 
staff by inmates, assaults on other 
inmates by inmates, inmate 
fighting, inmate gang activities, 
dangerous disturbances, and at- 
tempted intimidation of both staff 
and other inmates by inmates. 

“These and other factors con- 
tribute significantly to the increas- 
ed violence at Pontiac, Menard, 
StateVille and Joliet,” Thompson 
said. ‘‘For instance, last month a 
Pontiac correctional officer — a 
young man just beginning his cor- 
rections career — received multi- 
ple serious stab wounds near his 
heart and his back. 
| “*A few days after this, a Menard 
correctional officer was assaulted 
with p pipe. Bones in his nose and 
face were fractured and his skull 


separated — injuries which will - 


require reconstructive surgery. 

“Charges of attempted murder 
and prmed| violence have been 
brought against the inmates who 
attacked the Pontiac officer. The 
inmates responsible for assaulting
